ENCAMPMENT CLOSED 


St. Louis, Auff. 19,—A torniulo of small 
proportions'but oxtrcmo fury swept the 
residence portion of ttorth St, I^ouls to 
«lay, resulting In tlie death of John El- 
lington, Injury of fifty por«on.«i and dam- 
Hgo to property. of $100,000, Most of the 
Injured suffered cuts and bruises, but sev- 
eral Husiftlned fractured limbs, A shower 
pa-saed over St, Louis early in the day, 
lîut there was no rain In worth St, Louis. 
The sky had cleared and the atmosphere 
becomc murky and hot, when citizens of 
north St, 1-k)u1.s noticed a dork cloud np- 
proaching from the southwest. An arm 
so(3mcd to shoot to the ground like a gi- 
gantic cable at Nineteenth and Angel- 
rodt streets and with swiftness swept 
along Angelrodt ton blocks, turned north 
and swept three blocks along Broadway, 
jumped eight blocks northeast to Breman 
street and the'' river. Considerable prop- 
erty along the river was destroyed. It 
jumped toward the middle of the rlyer 
and tossed a ferryboat abouti The' tor- 
nado then jumped to the Illinois bank 
near Madl.son. where it demolLshed several 
dwellings, Leiderkranz hall and blew 
down a portion of tiie Madison < cooper 
works, kHjlng Klllngton. 


Severe damage was done also to build- 
ings in Venice and Granite City, IlL, and 
several pensons were injured. 


In the stillness that followed the wind 
cries were heard on all sides as frightened 
persons ran about the streets, 
^ot 
telegraph, telephone or trolley pole was 
left standing along the street's swept by 
the wind and trees were piled in heaps 
The width of the tornado was about 
block and a half. Houses were unroofed 
window panes demolished, several large 
manufactures partly demolished and the 
streets Uttered with debris. 


A Broadway car containing eleven pas- 
sengers was buried 
under six poles, 
wrecklpg the. car. The motorman was. 
..slightly bruised, but the passengers e.s- 
caped. 


Probably the heaviest loss suffered by a 
single concern was destruction at the 
Nelderlnghaus rolling mill. 
The plant 
covcrs two squares. The smoke.stack wîis 
blown down and half the plant demollsh- 
pd, entailingi a loss oif $25,000. Six em- 
ployes were Injured, The roof, and two 
cupaloes were blown from a Catholic 
church. The side of the Buck stove plant 
was blown In. 


A calm settled over the city Immedi- 
ately following the storm and no rain 
fell. . Ambulances were rushed to th« 
scene and flre 4lopartments responded 
from all directions. The storm was seen 
from St. Louis, but there was not the 
slightest Intimation of a .wind storm in 
the heai-t of the city. Not the slightest 
damage was done at -the world's fair, 
which Is five miles from the path of the 
tornado.

But the opposUion to grant­ 
ing charters of incorporation to higher 
Ing ^fiftrters of Incorporatioh to hlghere 
Instimtlórtá 6f learning did not grow out 
of this fueling; for It wfia niiUc as marked 
toWard the attempt to secure a charter 
for what la now Shurtlcff college, at Al­ 
ton, and what Is now McKcndroe college, 
at Lebanon, 111., as against the* Jackson- 
villo project. 
It Is an IntoresUng fact 
that no one of those Institutions could 
«bcure a charter until all three had united 
In their oiTorts and secured the pas.sage of 
a law which gave equal privileges to the 
throe Institutions at Jacksonville, Alton 
I Lebanon'.. Even when this privilege 
was given It was within comparatively 
narrow bounds, limiting the amount of 
real eslate 
which 
they might 
hold 
«ind specifying particularly tliat nò one of 
these Iristltudòns should ever estabiish a 
theological department, a branch of in­ 
struction which seemed to bo especially 
obnoxious to tlio wise men of this state 
in the làter 20's and early '30s.

How 
strong and widespread this feeling was Is 
amply proVèiì by an incident which hap­ 
pened In connection wltli the granting of 
the second charter to Mclvondreo college, 
oil Lebàriòn, 111, 
The legislature was In 
scssldn as Vandalia, and Abraham I.ln- 
coln was In charge of the bill which con­ 
ferred a new charter and larger privileges 
upon the college, 
A representative of 
Ihe bj)ard of trustees from Lebanon was 
on hand, and as soon\as tho bill was 
passed arid approved ‘by the governor. 
Abraham Lincoln urged him to'travel 
home post haste, call a meeting of tho 
board, ártd take.action under It Immedi­ 
ately,thus practically converting tbe char- 
ter Into a contract, In accordance with th(j 
Dartmouth college decision; “for,” .said 
l.lncoln, “if thci country brethren wake up 
to what they have done before you'take 
such action, they will repeal your charier 
with eager unanimity and with tho ut­ 
most speed,”

Tho whole history ot the atllludo of 
the people of Illinois toward higher edu­ 
cation in the lU’st twenty years after 
tho admission of tho state to tho milon 
is a., most Interesling one,, and would bè 
well worth a careful monograph by some 
students of our educational history.

The Russian government has been In­ 
formed that 100 packages of sewing 
macUIni» shipped *by tho stcainshlp 
fcmpress of India froin Vancouver on 
.Tuly Srr'are In fact rifles from a Con­ 
necticut arms factory. A 8hipn)ent of 
this slKo, liowevor, is regardo<l only as 
a sainpie lot, but it has taken a tor­ 
tuous and what woidd appear to be an 
eipenslvo route.

Former Pike Oouiity Bosident 
Supi>osed to Have Been Bead 
Thirty 
Years 
Found 
and 
Oauses Goniplictitions. 


The cnac oC Rachcl liJ. 3tUtn};a. "wldow oi 
I.CV1 BiUlngs. decen.scd, vs. Joseph BUl- 
Inps ot al., tho heir« of Lovl Billings, now 
pending In the circuit coUrt of Pike coun­ 
ty, promises to lie ono of unusual interest, 
not only because of the facta In the case,- 
but also because of tho many legal points 
Involved. 
Tho facts in tho case ore as 
follows: 


Porty-seven years ago the complainant 
In the case married one Obedlah Fry in 
tho state of Indiana. 
They lived there 
.‘sovonteon years arid eight children wore 
born to their marriage. Thirty years ago 
Obediah Fry and wife moved to eastern 
Illinois, where Fry deserted his wlfo and 
came to this county. Mrs. Fry came soon 
after and as best she could supported 
their children. 


About twenty-nine years ago Fry, who 
wnH in poor health, suft’oring from lung 
trouble, declarodi his Intention of going 
west to tho mountains, and that is the 
last time the complainant In this ease 
ever beard, dlrcctly or indirectly, from 
her 
hUHband. 
After more than seven 
vo.ar.s elapsed complainant was advised 
that tbo law presumed Fry to bo dead 
after being absent and tinheard of for 
seven yoars. 
Had Mrs. Fry obtained a 
divorce at that time, to which she ■was 
lawfully cntUlcd, .she would have avoided 
oven tho po.ssiblllty of the legality of her 
future marriages being questioned; 


Acting on tho advlcc of her attorney 
and without obtaining a divorce Mrs. Fry 
nuirricd James Brown, of Barry, who 
f>omo time after their marriage Wiia killed 
by his/son-in-law. 


About eight ears ago, several years 
after the tragic death of James Brown, 
Mrs. Brown "married Lovl 
Billings, 
of 
Dorry township. She lived wit>^ Billings 
until his death about a year ago. Billings 
left quite an estate, consisting of SCO 
acres .of land In Atlas and Derry town­ 
ships, also considerable personal prop­ 
erty. 
' This suit Is for tho purpose of havlnpf 
the homestead Änd dow«r of the widow of 


Levi Billings as-^lgnod, Tho complainant 
married Lcvl Billings In goo'd faith, cared 
for and waited upon him during his long 
slckneas and contributed In every way to 
mako him happy and prosperous, and yet 
thd defendants are attempting to defeat 
Mrs. Billings' claim to dower and home­ 
stead, and for that purpose have searched 
far and near for somo traéo of Obodlah 
Fry. 


They clalnx to have located Fry some- 
whero in California, and If that is true 
and Fry was not divorced before tho mar­ 
riage of Ijovi Bllll/igs and Bachol B. Bill­ 
ings, then tho complainant Is not tho 
lawful widow of Iiovl Billings jdnd la not 
entitled In law to a homestead and dower 
in tho estate of Levi Bllllngs. 


Tho complainant’s solicitors have filed a 
claim for their client, Itachel E. Billings, 
In tho county court against tho estate of 
Levi Billings for $2,000 for services ren­ 
dered in good faith, and hope to save 
their client a competency for her declin­ 
ing years should her marriag^ ta Levi 
Billings be invalidated by the fact that 
Obodlah Fry Is living and undivorced.
